Gentlemen, 

During  tlie  year  ending  December  31st,  1901,  there 
liave  been  39  Deaths  registered,  giving  a rate  of  13’60 
per  1000.  This  is  not  only  below  tlie  average,  but  is 
the  lowest  annual  death  rate  for  ove.i  ten  years  in  the 
Borough.

Tt  will  thus  be  seen  that  two-fifths  of  tlie  Deatlis 
occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age,  and  it  will 
also  be  seen  tliat  only  8 deaths  were  recorded  under 
1 year,  giving  an  Infantile  INlortality  of  91  per  1000, 
this  is  below  the  average  and  is  the  lowest  recorded  in 
the  Borough  for  over  ten  years. 

During  the  same  period  there  were  87  births 
registered,  giving  a rate  of  30'.35  per  1000.

The  census  being  taken  this  year  shows  2866 
population,  which  a decrease  of  10,  and  the  inhabited 
houses  as  668,  wliich  is  an  increase  of  19. 


Under  the  Notification  of  Diseases  Act  3 cases  of 
Erysipelas  (over  5 years  of  age)  and  1 7 cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  (15  over  5 years  and  2 under  5 years)  were 
notified.  There  being  no  means  of  proper  Isolation 
9 of  tlie  cases  were  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and 
as  the  cases  were  spread  about  tlie  Borough  I think 
this  stopped  an  Epidemic. 


From  other  Zymotic  Disease  the  Borough  has 
been  free. 


The  Local  Government  Board  liaving  sanctioned 
a scheme  for  providing  the  Borough  with  a good  supply 
of  Pure  Water,  tlie  Council  proceeded  with  tlie  matter 
and  it  was  commenced  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
and  is  going  on  satisfactorily,  so  that  in  a short  time 
the  inhabitants  may  look  forward  to  an  abundant 
supply,  a need  that  has  been  long  felt. 


Under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act 
many  representations  have  been  made  and  recom- 
mendations carried  out. 


Five  houses  have  been  closed,  four  have  been 
made  fit  for  habitation,  and  one  prosecution  was 
necessary.

As  before  mentioned  the  census  shows  an  increase 
of  House  accommodation  and  is  sufficient  for  the  in- 
habitants, though  many  are  very  old  and  damp,  and 
now  that  there  will  soon  be  a water  supply  it  is  to  be 
hoped  it  will  be  an  incentive  for  the  buiiding  of  new 
ones.
